Telegrams from Niagara Falls,

The stock market does not make 
prosperity, but prosperity is abso- 
lutely essential to such an inflation 
of values as we have seen during 
the past year.

or knows of a friend, neighbor or 
relative who possesses liquor for bev- 
erage purposes is a felon unless he 
reports his knowledge to the govern- 
ment, Federal Judge Louis Fitzhenry 
declared today in an opinion uphold- 
ing the constitutionality of the Jones 
law. 

In the opinion on a question raised 
in the prosecution of Bertley Smith 
for an alleged sale of liquor in 1927, 
the court said: 

“Manufacture, sale and transpor- 
tation of liquor, heretofore a misde- 
meanor, is now a felony. By an act 
passed by Congress in 1790 any one 
knowing that’a felony is being com- 
mitted and who does not make 
proper report of the matter is a 
felon himself, subject to the same 
punishment. 

“Any person who buys a drink of 
liquor from a bootlegger and does

“Whether it is wisdom to make 
this change, which makes thousands, 
perhaps millions, of persons felons, 
or whether it is constitutional is 
quite a different thing. The new law 
operates entirely outside and beyond 
the national prohibition act.”’ 

Attorneys representing Smith con- 
tended that the Jones act was un- 
constitutional, chiefly because it 
transferred from the jury to- the 
judge the power to fix the degree of 
guilt.

|he contended that ‘‘business hesita-

Hoover’s Statement on Business. 


The statement issued at the White 
House on the conference with the 
business leaders reads:

The first tax reduction bill, effec- 
tive in the fiscal year 1923, repealed 
many burdensome wartime taxes.

BOSTON, Nov. 21.—At the first 
day’s sessions today of the fifth 
New England Conference a state- | 
ment was read from the New Eng- | 
land Council approving the action of 
President Hoover in calling confer- | 
ences to promote progress and assure 
prosperity. 

Governor Allen announced that 
Massachusetts was not only solidly | 
behind the President. but had actu- 
ally started large construction proj- | 
ects to overcome any tendency to- | 
ward retrenchment, and will next 
year undertake the greatest building | 
program ever sponsored by the Com- 
monwealth. 

The question of railroad unifica- 
tion was treated by two speakers 
during the day, with Percy R. Todd, 
president of the Bangor & Aroostook 
Railroad. declaring ‘‘I am at liberty 
to sav that something of the kind 
probably will occur in the future.”’

REICH PROPOSALS GO FAR 


Right Press Strikes Jarring Note 
—Tardieu Government Upheld on 
Vote to Defer Interpellations.

PARIS, Nov. 21.—The negotiations 
between France and Germany for the 
final settlement of the Sarre problem 
began at the Foreign Office this 
morning in an atmosphere of con- 
ciliation and good-will which consid- 
erably brightened the prospects for a 
successful outcome. The German 
delegates have come to Paris with 
proposals which on their face appear 
to give the French practically al! 
they desire in the way of an accord. 
The French delegation, however,

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Position of Sarre (Saar in Ger- 
man) Basin, now the subject of 
Franco-German negotiations.

Severe criticism is voiced in the 
Jewish press of America concerning 
the statements of Dr. Judah Magnes, 
chancellor of the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem, who in his convocation 
address at the opening of the Winter 
session demanded that the Jews 
should renounce all political ambi- 
tions in Palestine, which should be 
an international Holy Land, and 
should strive to create a Jewish cul- 
tural centre. 

Condemnation of his negotiations 
with the Arabs, looking to the estab- 
lishment of a Parliament in Pales- 
tine, and of his negotiations with St. 
John Philby, anti-Zionist, is made in 
this week’s issue of The New Pales- 
tine, official organ of the Zionist or- 
ganigation of America. 

The editorial, reflecting the opinion 
of the Zionist organigation, contends 
that the negotiations are dangerous 
to the peace of the country and are 
likely to lead to further bloodshed of 
the kind which occurred in Palestine 
recently. 

Referring to Dr. Magnes as a well- 
meaning pacifist who has permitted 
pacifism to run away with his 
better political judgment, the edi- 
torial says, ‘‘It is seldom that action 
proposed by & man in a _ panic 
achieves its purpose,’’ and adds that 
Dr, Magnes “has never demonstrated 
more clearly than now the futility of 


| pacifism as a policy of panic.”’

- Now, if ever, it is our duty 
to concentrate ajl moral and political 
authority in the properly elected 
bodies—the Vaad Leumi in Palestine, 
in the’ Zionist Executive outside of 
Palestine. And precisely at this mo- 
ment Dr, Magnes rushes off to the 
agent of Ibn Saud to tell him how 
much he--Dr. Magnes—is willing to 
give up on behalf of the Jewish 
people, which he has not consulted 
on this point, in order to.insure the 
good will of the Arabs and peace 
between the Arab and the Jew.”’ 


Holds Action ‘‘Irresponsible.” 


Asserting that Dr. Magnes’s action 
was irresponsible and even arrogant, 
the editorial says that it has ‘‘no in- 


telligible relation to pacifism,’’ con- | 


tinuing: 

‘‘We honor the pacifist principles of 
Dr. Magnes, but we cannot see how 
the cause of peace (or decency) is 
served by a hysterical yielding to the 
importunities of rioters and murder- 
ers. Does Dr. Magnes imagine that 
he imbues the Arab leaders (more 
accurately the mob leaders) with a 
sense of peace and _ responsibility 
when, as the fruit of their blood- 
thirsty lawlessness he makes offers 
and concessions? Does he suppose 
that the instigators of the riots will 
accept his proposals as anything 
other than the helpless plea of cow- 
ardice and terror? ‘The first prin- 
ciple of order, of civilized human be- 
havior, is to grant nothing under a 
threat of violence, for such a grant 
merely increases the appetite of the 
bully.’’ 

Pointing out that Sir John Chan- 
cellor had cancelled conversations 
with his home government for an 
Arab Parliament, because of the bru- 
tal and inhuman behavior of the 
Arab leaders, the ecitorial maintains 
that Dr. Magnes’s action is ‘‘undig- 
nified, ill timed and, above all, dan- 
gerous to the peace of the country.” 


Desire for Peace Stressed. 
Pointing out that the Jews want 
peace but that the Arabs do not, The 
Day criticizes Dr. Magnes for taking 

up matters not in his province.

The Day asks editorial- 
ly. “This propaganda among the 


Jews for peace creates the erroneous | 


impression that the Jews do not 
want peace, that they must first be 
persuaded to desire it; in reality it 
is just the other way round. There 
is nobody to talk to about peace. 
The Arabs do not want peace. 
“Since the Brith Sholom Society 
began its activities years ago, there 
has not been one Arab paper to 
speak in the same strain as the 
Brith Sholom propagandists. There 
has not been one political Arab 


group to stretch out its hands in 
order to make peace with the people 


of the Brith Sholom by whom they | 


were addressed—these good, decent 
eople of the Brith Sholom who 
orgive all and are ready to renounce 
all. They are prepared to give in to 
the Arabs everything they demand 
and what they do not demand. If 
the Arabs want a Parliament—well, 
a Parliament they can have; if the 
Arabs do not want the Balfour Dec- 
laration—well, down with the dec- 
laration. 

“But even this is of no help. The 
Arabs want to make peace only with 
those Jews who have both their feet 
outside the frontiers of Palestine;

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — By 
ufanimous vote, the Senate con- 
firmed the nomination of Senator 
Walter E. Edge of New Jersey to be 
Ambassador to France, immediately 
after President Hoover sent the nom- | 
ination to the Capitol today. 

Soon afterward it was ahnotunced 
that Governor Larson of-New Jersey 
had appointed David Baird Jr. of 
Camden to fill the seat until the 
elections next November. 

Senators Keen of New Jersey and | 
Harrison of Mississippi eulogized Mr. 
Edge in addresses to the Senate. 

The Ambassador and Mrs. Edge} 
have gone to New Mexico to visit 
the Senator’s 15-year-old son, who is 
at a school at Las Animas. They ex-} 

ect to depart for Paris during the 

irst week in December. 

When Mr. Edge’s_ nomination} 
reached the Senate, Chairman Borah 
asked immediate action without the 
formality of sending it to the For- 
eign Relations Committee, as is usual 
with diplomatic appointments. 

Mr. Edge was elected to the Senate 
in 1918 and re-elected in 1924 for the | 
term ending in March, 1931. He was 
chosen Governor of New Jersey in 
1916. Prior to that he had served | 
several terms in the House and the} 
Senate of the New Jersey Legislature. ; 
He was delegate at large from the 
State in the Republican National 
Conventions of 1920, 1924 and 1928.

vacancy. 

“David Baird Jr. 1s an outstand- 
ing citizen who, I know, will reflect 
great credit on his State as a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate,”’ 
was all the Governor would say in 
comment on the appointment. 

Whether Governor Larson’s desig- 
nee will be a candidate for either 
the nomination for the ‘‘short’’ or

TO TROY 15 URGED 


Engineers Ask Westchester to 
Get Right of Way as Far as 
Tarrytown at Once. 


INITIAL COST $34,000,000 


Report Approved by Chambers of 
Commerce Would Have State 
Construct Speedway, 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 21.— 
Immediate acquisition by Westches- 
ter County of the right of way for 
the extension of Riverside Drive to 
North Tarrytown and construction by 
the State of a riverside speedway to 
Troy, creating ‘‘one of the marvels 
of the world,’’ are recommended by 
a committee of the Westchester 
County Chapter of New York State 
Society of Professional Engineers 
and Land Surveyors in a report made 
public today. 

The report was approved last night 
at a meeting of more than 500 repre- 
sentatives of chambers of commerce 
along the Hudson River from New 
York to Peekskill. The reporting 
committee consists of T. Kennard 
| Thomson, chairman, a New York 
consulting engineer; E. G. MacBeth 
and Charles H. Sells. 

The report calls for the immediate 
acquisition of the right of way for 
the first part of the project from 
New York to North Tarrytown at 
an estimated cost of $34,000,000. It 
proposes that the county acquire by 
excess condemnation  ‘‘additional 
areas on either side of the right of 
way, wherever practicable, which 
can be sold after the improvement is 
|completed and the land has increased 
jin value, thus wholly or in part re- 
turning to the county the original 
costs of the lands.’’ The report urges 
|haste in obtaining funds for con- 
| struction purposes from the State of 


|New York. 
| Park Commission Plan Commended. 
The committee endorses the report 


on the project between New York 


and North Tarrytown made by the 
Westchester County Park Commis- 
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sion, terming it ‘‘a careful study of 
the facts, indicating that this is an 
entirely practical proposition at an 
estimated cost of ,000,000."" The 
committee agrees with the view of 
Jay Downer, chief engineer of the 
Park Commission, that the drive 
should be constructed apart from the 
streets of the city of Yonkers. 

| The committee calls attention to 
ithe low cost to the State of main- 
taining the Albany Post Road and 
declares it is now logical that the 
State should bear a portion of the 
expense of building a river boule- 
vard to link New Jersey traffic via 
the new Hudson River bridge, and 
the traffic from lower New York 
State with Northern New York and 
the West. 


Would Run Drive North of Troy. 


“Your committee appointed to in- 
vestigate and report on the proposed 
Riverside Drive extension from the 
northerly line of the city of New 
York to some point in Westchester 
County,” the report says, ‘‘is in 
hearty accord with it and think such 


a project should be carried through 
for the general convenience of the 
public not only of Westchester 
County, but for use as a main high- 
speed artery connecting New York 
City with New York State on the 
east side of the Hudson River. 

“As Broadway extends to and be- 
yond Albany, so should Riverside 
and Broadview Drive extend to and 
far north of Troy, never leaving, if 
possible to avoid doing so, the banks 
of the Hudson River. The increased 
assessed value due to such a mar- 
velous drive would repay the State 
and various counties many times. 
Aside from the material considera- 
tions treated above, too much can- 
not be said regarding the scenic 
value of an extension of Riverside 
Drive through Westchester County, 
affording the beautiful view of the 
Hudson River and the Palisades. The 
grandeur of such a driveway would 
be one of the marvels of the world, 
and a very profitable one at that.’’

Extension of the coastwise laws to 
the Philippines, he contended, ‘‘would 
be prejudicial to the interests of the 
islands and it is at least doubtful 
whether it would ultimately benefit 
American shipping.”’ 

“If Philippine and Porto Rican 
products are to enter the continental 
United States subject to duties such 
|as are imposed on foreign goods, 
then those dependencies should be 
| accorded the correlative right to col- 
| lect duties upon products of the con- 
| tinental United States entering their 
| ports,’’ he said. 
| Turning to general conditions in 
| the Philippines, General Parker said 
| that economic progress was neces- 
| sarily slow, but on the whole the 
| year had been a satisfactory one.

Dr. Emerson Declares 10 Years 
Can Be Added by Providing 


Funds to Fight Tuberculosis. 


2,000 AT HEALTH SESSIONS 


. Paper by Dr. Stockard Advocating 
’ Inbreeding in Production of 
Geniuses Stirs Discussion. 


The means are in the hands of the 
health authorities to increase the av- 
erage life span by ten years, but it 
cannot be accomplished on the scale 
of support which the public is giv- 
ing, Dr. Haven Emerson, professor 
of public health administration at 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Columbia University, told 
the ninth annual New York City 
Tuberculosis and Health Conference 
' at the Hotel Biltmore yesterday. 

' We have these means in our 
hands right now without waiting for 


| a single new discovery of a cure for 

cancer or any other disease,’ said 
_ Dr. Emerson. He said it could be ac- 
| complished mainly by making better 
- use of the methods for the cure and 
' prevention of tuberculosis. 

“The annual economic loss for the 
five boroughs in deaths from tuber- 
culosis is $73,000,000,’’ said Dr. 
Emerson. ‘‘This is at the rate of 
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. $7,500 per death and through this in- | 


direct way each person of the 6,000,- 
» 000 in this city is paying $12 a year 
} because of tuberculosis alone when 


the voluntary collective contributiuns | 


to the fight on the disease is only 8 
cents per capita.’”’ 


2,000 at Health Meetings. 


Dr. Emerson’s address was deliv- 
ered at the health conference lunch- 
, eon which was one of eight meet- 
ings attended during the day by 
more than 2,000 doctors, nurses, pub- 
lic school health workers, teachers, 
representatives of eighteen different 
health organizations and persons in- 
terested in public health generally. 
There were meetings in the morning 
on child health, health education in 
high schools and on the general 
methods being used in the public 
fight on tuberculosis. Meetings fol- 
lowed in the afternoon on cardiac 
clinic care, oral hygiene, health edu- 
cation in elementary schools and 
social hygiene. 
A paper delivered at a morning ses- 
sion on child health caused a wave 


of discussion which did not wane | 


completely until adjournment in the 
evening. This was the advocacy by 
Dr. Charles R. Stockard, professor 
of anatomy at the Cornell Univer- 
sity Medical College, of in-breeding 
in the production of geniuses, which 
he said ‘civilization so much needs.”’

Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, Commis- 
sioner of Health. also spoke at the 
luncheon, He told of the results of 
the diphtheria campaign of his de- 
partment, saying that if present 
progress were continued, ‘‘by 1931 we 
can say there is no more diphtheria 
in New York.’”’ 


Makes Minimum Wage Plea. 


Dr. Wynne made a plea for a 
minimum wage of $3,000 for pub- 
lic doctors, nurses and heatlh in- 
spectors, the same as was_ recently 
voted for policemen and firemen. He 
also no er that every young doc- 
tor graduated from the New York 
schools spend three years in public 
health work, thus giving the city the 
benefit of his training as well as mak- 
ing himself ‘‘public health minded.’’ 

An appeal that they make ‘‘preven- 
tion’? and not ‘‘cure” the policy of 
their teaching and practice, was 
made to teachers and health workers 


} in the public schools by Dr. Iago 
| Galdston, secretary of the New York

‘We haven’t enough means at our 
disposal to correct all the defects we 
find in school children, nor to cure 
the diseases,’’ he said. ‘‘We are going 
to have to be willing to sacrifice 
some of the contemporaries for the 
benefit of those who are to come. I 
know it is hard. It really is pitiful 
at times. But we have to ae 
it as a sort of major surgical opera- 
tion. Remember at all times that 
oar main purpose is one of preven- 
ion. 

Dr. George I. Ruhland, Commis- 


sioner of Health of Syracuse, said 
many teachers were emphasizing diet 
who themselves were under- 
nourished. He said he doubted if some 
lof the ‘“‘dogmatic’’ practices taught in 
the schools were really helpful. He 
cited the question of posture. He 
said teachers commanded their # ies 
|to sit at rigid attention, feet flat on 
the floor, bodies erect and heads up, 
when in reality if one drew his foot 
up into his seat and sat on it, that 
might afford just the relaxation 
needed. 

Dr. Stockard declared that child 
welfare work is ‘‘not altogether 
good.”’ “It is,’ he declared, ‘‘only 
a fair proposition at best. It has two 
sides. It is questionable whether 
the preservation of the life of weak- 
lings will be tolerated when we’re 
more civilized. stock breeder 
| wouldn’t hesitate to kill a colt with 
|a club foot, no matter how much he 
paid for its parents.”’ J 


Discussing Breeding of Geniuses. 


“Scientists are often asked,” he 
said, ‘‘why they don’t breed geniuses. 
We are also asked why the sons 
and daughters of geniuses are not 
geniuses, 
usually marry inferior persons. 
Geniuses occur now only once in a 
thousand years in one family.’’ 

Genius is born, not made, the 
speaker contended, pointing out that 
Lincoln came of parents ‘“‘who did 
not amount to much’’; that Pasteur’s 
parents were ‘‘half-educated peas- 
ants” and that Shakespeare was not 
taught to be tne world’s greatest 
writer, 

‘Remember geniuses,” he said in 


conclusion, ‘‘when you're taking care 
to save the lives of weaklings. For 
without geniuses our civilization 
could not continue.”’ 

Dr. Charles D. Davenport, Profes- 
sor of Genetics at the Carnegie In- 
| stitution of Washington, denied what 
he termed a widespread hypothesis 
that babies are so alike at birth that 
they can be molded by environment 
linto almost anything their preceptors 
|desire. He contended that children, 
from the time of their conception, 
are fundamentally unlike, some be- 
ing healthy, some sickly, some cheer- 
ful, some sombre by temperament, 
and that the genetical hypothesis is 
that some are bound to die young 
and some to live to grow up, other 
things being equal.

The 
driver, Frank De Luca of 9 Crosby 
Street, is due to receive a $5,000 re- 
ward. 

Mrs. Metcalf, widow of Manton 
Metcalf, donned the necklace, con- 
sisting of seventy-seven graduated 
pearls and a diamond clasp, on Mon- 
day for a luncheon engagement 
downtown. The clasp was a little 
loose, she told the commissioner. 
She took a taxicab from a spot near 
her home, she said, and when she 
arrived in the midtown area dis- 
covered the loss. 

That was about noon on Monday, 
and about the time she was reporting 
the loss to Albert R. Lee & Co., 
insurance adjusters of 15 William 
Street, De Luca was cruising in his | 
cab along upper Fifth Avenue. De 
Luca is employed by the Yellow Taxi- 
cab Corporation. e pulled up to 
the curb at Eighty-sixth Street and 
there close to the sidewalk in the 
dust, he saw something glittering. 
He picked it up, looked at it and 
put it into his pocket. 

De Luca, according to the police, 
forgot about his find because he was 
not much impressed with its value, 
but later in the day he showed it to 
other chauffeurs at the West Fifty- 
seventh Street garage of the com- 
pany. They told him the necklace 
was valuable. De Luca took it to

Mr. Murray 
sought to show that it would have 
been physically impossible for the 
wounded man to walk 200 feet along 
the corridor and then descend three 
flights of stairs. Dr. Norris ad- 
mitted that Rothstein probably had 
been in anguish, but refused to con- 
cede that he could not have made 
his way to the servants’ exit where 
he was discovered. 


Public Excluded From Trial. 


A. M. The public benches were all 
filled at that hour, although the 
court attendants and the police de- 
tail had excluded the general public. 
Attorneys and friends of the defen- 
dant seemed to predominate among 
the favored few who got past the 
guards. The jurors were all in their 
places and McManus had been sit-

The garments were badly 
wrinkled. The bullet had made a 
hole in the skirt of the coat and 
near the right pocket of the trousers. 
The only mark on the body, said 
Dr. Norris, aside from the wound, 
was a trifling abrasion on the side 
of the right calf.

{over for cross-examination, ques- 
|tioned Dr. Norris on the missing 
|clothing and shoes. Dr. Norris said 
he assumed they had been turned 
over to the police, but admitted that 
be had not seen this done, nor did 
he have any idea where the clothes 
were now.

“There is little doubt,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘but that this witness will iden- 
tify McManus. McManus was flushed 
and he was unsteady on his feet. 
There was little liquor left in the 
two pint bottles. e have no eye- 
witness, but the State will show tHat 
McManus fired the shot.’’ 

The prosecutor next described the 
finding of the Colt ‘‘Detective Spe- 
cial’? revolver of .38 calibre, which 
the State contends was the murder 
weapon. The revolver was_ picked 
up on Seventh Avenue by Al Bender, 
a taxicab driver, who turned it over 
to Patrolman J. H. Rush. The gun 
had been broken open, and only one 
| discharged shell remained in the cyl- 
| inder. 

Rush and Bender were looking at 
the weapon, which had been bent 
when it struck the street, when 
the doorman of the hotel beckoned 
them over. When Rush heard that 
a man had been shot, he connected 
the gum to the wounding. Later, with 
a flashlight, Rush found five loaded 
cartridges near where the revolver 
had reposed. The revolver had been 
tested by an expert, said Mr. 
Brothers. 

“The bullet in the body of Arnold 
Rothstein was fired by that pistol,’ 
he said. 

The prosecutor turned to the be- 
havior of McManus after the shoot- 
ing.

Thomas S. Rice 
of the commission commented that 
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goods on the market below the cur- 
rent price and to concentration of 
prison labor on one or two products 
so that the market was glutted. A 
fair-price policy, diversification of 
prison industries and complete 
frankness and publicity about all 
business affairs, Mr. Gill said, would 
wipe out all opposition.

FEDERAL PRISONS HELD 
12,833 AT END OF JUNE | 


From 6,000 to 9,000 Were Also 
Government Prisoners in City 
and County Jails.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— The 
number of inmates of all Federal 


prisons increased during the year 


ended June 30, according to statistics 
made public today by the Depart- 


ment of Justice. 

In Federal prisons, reformatories 
and State prisons at the close of the 
| fiscal year there were 12,833 con- 
victs, not including part-time prison- 
ers in county and city jails, of which 
there was an average of from 6,000 
to 9,000. 

Of the total 3,589 were convicted 
under the Volstead law, 2,234 for 
| narcotic violations, 1,515 for trans- 
| porting stolen automobiles, 903 for | 
| violating the postal laws, 
slayings and 148 for robbery.

The last paragraph of Section 297 
must be read in connection with 
Subdivision One and as a part 
thereof. A penal law of the State 
of Georgia, similar, in all its mate- 
rial provisions, to Section 297 of 
our Penal Code, has been declared 
unconstitutional by the United 
States Supreme Court. (Manley vs. 
Georgia, 279 U. S., Page 1.) 

The validity of Section 297 has 
never been adjudicated by any

D. de- 
grees in 1882, 1883 and 1884, re- 
spectively. Upon his return from

versities of Paris and Berlin he 
became an instructor at Columbia 
University, rising through all the 
professional degrees until he be- 
came, in 1890, Dean of the Faculty 
of Philosophy. Meanwhile, in ad- 
dition to his duties at the university 
he found time to study the educa- 
tional systems of the State and 
city and to compile statistics and 
official documents relating to them. 
He was president of Barnard Col- 
lege and the first president of the 
New York College for the Training 
of Teachers (now Teachers’ College 
of Columbia University). 

On the resignation of Seth Low, 
then eleventh president of the uni- 
versity, to become fusion candi- 
date for Mayor of New York City, 
to which office he was elected, Dr. 


Butler was appointed acting presi-| 


dent. On June 6, 1902, he was 
elected president. 

While having a genius for keep- 
ing in his hands in an unusual way 
the necessary facts connected with 
the university’s administration, he 
has found the time and energy to 
give to many varied public interests 
both in the United States and 
foreign countries. He has been one 
of the largest contributors to the 
literature of his profession; he has 
taken a prominent part in politics; 
he has been actively interested in 
many organizations outside the 
field of his proféssion, among 
which are the American Academy 
of Arts and Letters, the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters, the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, the New York 
Philharmonic Society and_ the 
Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York;“he has received hon- 
orary degrees from twenty-four of 
the largest universities, both Amer- 
ican and foreign; he is Grand Of- 
ficer of the Legion of Honor and 
holds orders from Prussia, Greece, 
Serbia, Belgium, Poland and Italy. 

To those who know him his versa- 
tility is a constant source of won- 
der. With apparently equal apti- 
tude he discusses philosophy, poli- 
tics, literature, finance; educational

theory and administration. As a 
student he is thorough; as a thinker 
he is logical, consistent and honest. 
We regard him as an example of 
the most progressive element in 
contemporary educational life, and 
as such the Chamber of Commerce 
of the State of New York takes 
leasure in presenting Dr. Nicholas 
urray Butler. 


Cass Gilbert—During the last dec- 
ade the eyes of the world have 
been turned toward America for 
inspiration and knowledge in that 
field of art in which we have ex- 
celled—architecture. Cass Gilbert 
is one of the oustanding figures in 
this profession and has, by his 
genius, helped to make New York’s 
skyline one of the wonders of our 
time. 

It is to him that we owe, among 
other things, the imposing mass of 
the Woolworth Building, the United 
States Custom House at Bowling 
Green, the new building of the New 
York Life Insurance Company on 
Madison Avenue, and, most recent- 
ly, the Hudson River Bridge at Fort 
tes which will be not only beauti- 
ful architecturally, but the longest 
suspension bridge yet to be built. 

Cass Gilbert has expressed in his 
buildings his belief in America’s 
love for and appreciation of beauty. 
He has developed that beauty by 
line, fine proportion and interesting 
mass, rather than in elaboration of 
ornamentation; he has frankly and 
freely allowed his building to ex-

Kahn's interest is not actively or 
latently engaged, but his outstand- 
ing contribution to American life 
is his constant and unwearied fur- 
therance of the cause of art. 

He himself feels and believes 
that every man who has attained 
material success should look upon 
himself as an investment which the 
community has made. In return 
for opportunities offered he should 
pay dividends in service. He merits 
the commendation or disapproval 
of his fellow-citizens as he proves 
to be a good or a bad investment. 
Mr. Kahn has chosen to do his 
share through his aid to art, finan- 
cial support, and what is of vastly 
greater importance, his personal 
interest and effort. 

His activities in this field may be | 
considered twofold. 

First. To aid individual American 
talent by sympathy, encourage- 
ment, understanding and financial 
support, and to further the crea- 
tion and development of American 
art institutions. The individual 
artists and the artistic causes that 
have benefited by his help are very 
numerous and are covered by the 
cloak of aonymity. Of art institu- 
tions the Metropolitan Opera, of 
which he is and has long been, 
president and chairman of the 
moard, stands conspicuously at the 
head of the list. He has been its 
leading spirit and its principal sup- 
porter. Among the others are the 
Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra, 
the Federation of Arts, School Art 
League, Arts Council, Theatre Guild 
and Miss Le Gallienne’s Civic Rep- 
ertory Theatre. 

Second: To make it possible for 
the best of foreign art and artists 
to be brought to this country so 
that the American public may be- 
come acquainted with and benefit 
from the most worthwhile artistic 
achievements of Europe. Among 
enterprises of that nature which 
found in him their inspiration the | 
most prominent are Diaghileff’s 
Russian Ballet, Copeau’s Theatre 
du Vieux Colombier, Stanislavsky’s 
Moscow Art Theatre, Max Rein- 
hardt’s Repertory Company, Mes- 
sager’s Orchestra du Conservatoire. 

The day has passed when busi- 
ness look saskance at art and 
treats it as a trivial thing, and 
one perhaps to be ignored.

After a year of post-graduate 
study in natural sciences and after 
inode a second Princeton expedi- 
tion, he devoted his time to the 
study of anatomy and histology. In 
the Spring of 1879 he studied at 
Cambridge University, and later at 
Coburg, Germany. He then re- 
turned to be appointed immediately 
Fellow in Biology at Princeton 
where he was later made Professor 
of Comparative Anatomy. He had 
held the DeCosta Chair of Biology 
at Columbia University for nine- 
teen years when, in 1910, he retired 
from active service at the uni- 
versity but became connected with 
the American Museum of Natural 
History as the founder of the 
Department of Vertebrate Pale- 
ontology. 

From this beginning at the 
museum his activities have con- 
stantly broadened, as curator, ad- 
ministrator, and, since 1908, as head 
of that great institution. During 
his administration he has been in- 
strumental in assembling in the 
museum the most extensive collec- 
tion of vertebrate fossils in exist- 
ence, and has introduced several 
new departments. 

One of Dr. Osborn’s greatest and | 
most lasting contributions to our 
common knowledge is his constant 
activity as a moving force behind 
the expeditions that have gone to 
all corners of the earth in search 
of fossil specimens. He has him- 
self accompanied parties in the 
field; he has been their executive 
force; he has contributed finan- 
cially; and he has brought to bear 
the incalculable weight of his wide 
experience and deep knowledge. 

“A museum,” he has said, ‘‘is 
not a storehouse of dead matter. 
It is an auditorium where men, 
women and children of all walks 
of life, pg A come and view the 

ageant of human and animal ex- 
stence as far back as we can trace 
it. It is not enough for scientists 
to know. It is important that 
people should know.’’ This great 

umanizing influence has made it- 

self felt in all of his varied and 
outstanding work, but never more 
than in his writings. ‘‘That the 
people should know” is his aim in 
writing and his works have been 
translated into many different 
languages, 

The world would not have ad- 
vanced spiritually and materially if 
such seekers after truth had not 
published their contributions to 
science. No man has done more 
than he to widen the horizons of 
our knowledge, through the record- 
ing of the results of his scientific 
researches so that the layman may 
actually see them in the museum, 
or read of them in the lucid 
phrases that make it possible for 
one to thrill at his disclosures. 

For these achievements he has 
been honored by Princeton, Trinity, 
Columbia, Cambridge, Oxford and 
Christiania Universities. His rela- 
tion with the Chamber has the 
force of a tradition.

Naval Conference, President HOOVER 
has given one more proof of the 
high importance which he attaches

land at present the expectation is 
that it will extend over at least two 
months. There will be many con- 
flicting points of view to reconcile 
and differing national demands to 
reduce to unanimous agreement. 
For the ultimate purposes of our 
domestic politics, Mr. HOoveR has 
selected two Senators, one a Repub- 
lican and one a Democrat. They will 
be accompanied to London by two 
Cabinet Ministers and will be joined 
by three Ambassadors. It is par- 
ticularly fortunate that the Presi- 
dent is to avail himself of the ser- 
vices of Mr. Morrow. His reputa- 
tion, already high and built higher

A forced landing was not necessary 
until a point ninety-five miles 
from Little America on the way 
back. There “all three motors,” 
said the Commander afterward, 
“quit at once.” The landing on the 
sastrugi was a model of dexterity. 
| Fifty gallons of gas, intended for 
ithe mountain base but poured into 
the tanks for the return trip, should 
apparently have been enough, but 
the leak was as bad as ever. With 
the plane down, the reserve machine, 
left behind at the base, was urgently 
needed, and was soon on the scene 
with reserve fuel. It returned when 
the big plane failed to appear at 
| Little America. Hours had been 
spent by the Byrd party in trying 
to get their plane started. One 
trouble was a frozen magneto. But 
the plane, with the engines warmed 
up, was soon ready to take to the 
| air, 

The success of ByrD’s expedition 
depends upon the airplanes. One 
he lost in a storm in King Edward 
VII Land last February, and it will 
be replaced when the supply ships 
come back from New Zealand. The 
preliminary flight to the mountains 
brought out qualities of initiative, 
energy, team-work and good nature 
in the crew that proved that it could 
be depended upon in any emergency.

ENGINEERING AND GRADE

It would save the 
State about $60,000 a year in engi- 
neering fees and would permit the 
Public Service Commission to con- 
centrate on its judicial function of 
passing upon the various claims for 
and. against removing grade cross- 
ings. 

It is the Governor’s contention 
that there is at present duplication 
of effort. Certainly there is dupli- 
cation of workers. The Department 
of Public Works maintains an engi- 
neering staff. The Public Service 
Commission does likewise. The 
Governor’s plan would eliminate the 
necessity for the latter. In antici- 
pation of the obvious criticism that 
engineering opinion is necessary for 
the commission, Mr. ROoSEVELT

The vast increase in the num- 
ber of schools, the infinite diversity 
of courses offered, the building of 
dormitories for students, the found- 
ing of cheap but pleasant tea rooms 
and restaurants, the information 
bureaus, the employment agencies 
for students, the influx of foreign 
students with their national founda- 
tions, the greatly increased number 
of women students—all these have 
come along with the gradual meta- 
morphosis of the old Latin Quarter. 
“At present, no city in the world 
“can compare with Paris as an 
“educational centre.” 

In 1900 there were 11,000 students, 
of whom 1,200 were foreigners. In 
1927, the latest date for which sta- 
tistics have been compiled, there 
were inscribed in the five Faculties 
of Paris 26,108 students—18,893 
French and 7,215 foreigners. At 
that time 28 per cent of the student 
population was foreign-born. In 
1921 there were only two German 
students, but by 1928 their number 
had increased to 502. This flood 
from other nations is attributed not 
only to the changed character of the 
Latin Quarter, but to “the develop- 
“ment of means of communication, 
“the success of our arms, the rdle 
“that our country has played in 
|“ world politics.’ With pride M. 
LAPHIN notes this tribute. But he 
sees also a grave danger to the well- 
being of native students in this edu- 
cational invasion. Foreign students 
and foreign countries appear to be 
wealthier than France and her stu- 
dents. There is danger that the 
young intellectuals of France will be 
choked out, disregarded in their own 











country. With money and leisure at 
their disposal, it is the foreigners 
within her gates who launch the 
literary and artistic styles in Paris. 

A happier view was taken by a 
writer in La Nouvelle Europe re- 
cently. He saw the mingling of 
many nationalities in the Cité Uni- 
versitaire not as a menace to 
French intellectual growth, but as a 
fortunate means of encouraging the

Serge Koussevitzky and the Boston 
Orchestra made their first New York 
appearance of the season last night 
The orchestra is 
more than ever a sheer delight and 
intoxication to the ear.

HE scrubs in football are untrustworthy. That’s 

the only verdict that can be found in the face of 

the evidence. 
eoaches rise up at the varsity football banquets and 
orate feeiingly about the scrubs, the unsung heroes 
of the gridiron, the lads who gave everything and got 
nothing—except, perhaps, bumps, bandages and lini- 
ment, all free of charge. The prospective All-Ameri- 
can halfback and captain denies that he was the 
mainspring of the attack and the keystone of the de- 
fense. He admits his varsity players did much, but, 
gentlemen, he wants to take this opportunity to tes- 
tify publicly that the scrubs really built up the big 
team, and he would ask every varsity player to rise 
up and give three cheers for the men who really make 
football what it is, the scrubs! 

That's very fine, and, for some years, the same sen- 
timents were held to a mild degree in this corner. As 
year after vear goes by, however, the returns become 
more and more disquieting. As stated above, the 
tlooming scrubs are untrustworthy. Thus the Yale 
scrubs ran the Harvard formations against the Yale 
varsity several times this week, and Yale smothered 
those Harvard plays. Up at Cambridge the reverse 
was true. The Harvard scrubs were ‘‘Yale,’’ and the 
Crimson ruined the Blue in those scrimmages. 

If these returns mean anything, the Harvard-Yale 
came will be a scoreless tie tomorrow. Yale will 
smother Harvard's attack, and the Crimson will 
crush the Blue offense before it gets started. But you 
ean’t even trust the scrubs that far. 


Charts and Diagrams. 


The scouts go out and bring back all sorts of fancy 
charts and diagrams of enemy plays. The coaches 
take the scrubs in hand and teach them the enemy 
formations. Thus Navy scouts studied the Princeton 
team, taught the Navy scrubs all the Tiger plays, and 
had the scrubs run them against the Annapolis var- 
sity. The result was delicious. The Navy varsity just 
rtttned those Princeton plays. But the Navy varsity 
| couldn’t stup those same plays by two touchdowns a 
few days later at Palmer Stadium. 

The Penn State scrubs used Bucknell plays last 
week and were ruined by the Penn State varsity. Bez- 
dek’s regiilars knew every Bucknell move and the 
checkmate to it But when Penn State played Buck- 
nell, which used Bucknell plays, the result was as- 
toundingly different. You can’t trust those scrubs. 
Perhaps they held back or saved up a few plays for 
mysterious reasons of their own. 
| But if the scrubs never get credit, they certainly 
get a great football education. A varsity player at 
Yale, for instance, is taught Yale football all through 
the Autumn. But just figure what a scrub tackle 
| Jearns. He was taught the Georgia formations and 
ran through them for a week. After tat he spent a 
week as a ‘‘Brown” tackle using Brown plays and 
then switched to become an Army tackle helping 
along Army plays. 

Dartmouth plays came next, then Princeton, and for 
| the vast week Yale scrubs were learning and putting 
' jnto execution Harvard plays. If there is such 4a 
thing as overeducation in football, the scrubs have it 
all to themselves.

really did produce results that were out of the ordi- 
nary.

It was the varsity 
coach who had returned to take charge of things. 

‘‘Notre Dame!” said the quarterback. ‘‘Gosh, coach, 
I guess I’ve been making a little mistake. I’ve been 


running off Illinois plays all afternoon.’’ | 


The coach immediately took him out with a pretty 
play that looked like a Minnesota shift. 


Crossing the Wires. 


Since the Yale varsity did so well against Harvard 
formation as used by the Yale scrubs, and since the 
Crimson varsity did equally well in smothering the 
Yale offensive as staged by the Cambridge scrubs, it 
might pay one team or the other to cross the wires 
by bobbing up with an entirely different plan of 
campaign. 

Yale, for instance, might bob up with a Notre Dame 
attack. That must be comparatively simple. Rockne 
recently said that he used about ten plays a season. 
A scrub team of a college on the Notre Dame sched- 
ule has to learn those plays and run them off. Surely, 
a varsity troupe could pick them up as quickly as a 
random serubh team. Harvard could counter by using 
the Debie off-tackle plays and short forwards behind 
the line. Harvard doesn't play Notre Dame, and Yaie 
doesn’t meet Cornell. It would be fair enough all 
around and a real surprise party for both sides. 

But they won't play :t thet way. Coaches are con- 
servative. The Yale varsity will use the plays that 
the Harvard scrubs used as an imitation Yale team 
through the past week. The Harvard varsity will run 
off the same plays that were smothered when the 
Yale scrubs used them against the big Blue team in 
practice scrimmages of the past week. 

There may be one or two plays on each side that 
have not vct been uncovered. There’s that little ele- 
ment of surprise to be figured. But knewing the op- 
posing formations and plays is only half the secret. 
The trick is to guess just which play is coming, Af- 
ter that, there’s practically nothing to do except stop 
the play. Strange as it may seem, this isn’t always 
as easy as halting the same play when used by yout 
own scrubs

The stock market pursued its re- 
covery yesterday, and at a somewhat 
quickened pace; but the day’s devel- 
opments of greatest interest were 
not on the Stock Exchange.

000,000 in brokers’ loans. The scope |

credits is now measured in figures | 


quite as bewildering as was the pace 
of inflation which preceded, and far 
more spectacular for rapidity. Since 
the highest mark was reached on Oct. 
7, the reduction has been $3,217,-

The present total, by the Reserve 
Bank's computation, is the lowest 
since Dec. 14, 1927. That is to say,

The decline of $585,000,000 in the 
total of brokers’ loans, announced

| what of a surprise to some observers 
despite the general expectation that 
a decrease would be shown.

Week’s Decline Brings Total to 
$3,587,000,000, Federal 
- Reserve Announces. 


LOWEST, SINCE DEC. 14, 1927 


Reductions by All Classes of Lend- 
ers, Largest by Banks Here, Which 
Amounts to $303,000,000, 


For the fifth successive week the 
total of brokers’ loans as announced 
yesterday by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York showed a heavy 
decrease. A decline of $585,000,000 
was reported, bringing the total 
down to $3,587,000,000, the lowest 
point at which it has stood since 
Dec. 14, 1927, and $3,217,000,000 
below the high figure for this year, 
reached on Oct. 2, which was $6,- 
804,000,000. 

The heavy decline, which took 
place in the face of a recovery in 
stock market prices, was accounted 
for by the fact that much of the 


buying of recent days has been for 
cash. In addition there has been 
almost no flotation of new issues. 
It was the flotation of new issues, 
in the opinion of bankers, which 
accounted largely for the rapid ad- 
vance in the loan figures during the 
Summer and early Fall. 

All classes of. lenders reduced their 
loans. The heaviest cut was that 
made by local banks, which cut down 
their lending for their own account 
by $303,000,000. Loans for account 
| of other than banking lenders 
| Showed the next largest drop, with a 
| decline of $173,000,000. Out-of-town 
| banks reduced their loans by $108,- 
| 000,000.

$3,638,000 during the week, carrying 
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the figure to $73,754,000. The rapid 
series. of cuts in open market Dill 
rates, ten of which have been made 
in the past few weeks, has consis- 
tently left the bill-buying rate of the 
Federal Reserve out of line and, as 
a-result, no bills have been offered 
to the bank. A small decline in hold- 
ings of government ‘securities was 
shown, indicating that the local bank 
found conditions in the money mar- 
ket too easy to warrant-any further 
expansion for the moment. The de- 
cline amounted to $602,000 and 
brought the total held by the bank 
down to $159,169,000. 

The volume of Federal Reserve 
credit which the local Reserve bank 
has. outstanding dropped $7,028,000, 
to $369,313,000. Gold holdings at the 
New York bank were_ somewhat 
lower, but a decline in Federal Re- 
serve note circulation and in deposit 
liability lifted the ratio of reserves to 
liabilities to 80.3 per cent from 78.7 
per cent last week. 

The statement for the twelve banks 
of the Reserve System revealed a 
similar trend. Discounts were lower 
by $81,797,000, the total standing at 
$99,558,000. Open market purchases 
of bills were down $15,681,000 to

Membership Sold at $350,000, 
» Showing Effect of Recent 
Stock Slump. 


LOWER ON THE CURB ALSO 


One Changes Hands for $150,000, 
a Cut of $100,000 From 
Preceding Transfer. 


Revealing for the first time the 
effect of the recent market reaction 
on the price of seats on the New 
York Stock Exchange and the New 
York Curb Exchange, announcement 
was made yesterday that a member- 
ship in the former institution had 
been sold for $350,000, a decrease of 
$144,000 in price since the last previ- 
ous sale, and one in the Curb, for 
$150,000, a decrease of $100,000. 

These are the first transactions to 
be announced since the sweeping de- 
cline in the market. They show that 
the aggregate value of the 1,375 seats 
on the Stock Exchange has fallen 
from $679,250,000 before the break to 
$481,250,000, a shrinkage of $198,000,- 
000. The aggregate value of the 550 
regular memberships on the Curb 
Exchange fell from $137,500,000 to 
$82,500,000, a decrease of $55,000,000. 

The names of the buyers and sellers 
in the latest deals were not disclosed, 
but it was said at the Curb that the 
transaction there was a ‘‘distress 
sale.’’ By this it was meant that a 
member found himself obliged to sell 
his seat and had to offer it for what 
it would bring. Other seats are being 
offered at $225,000, it was said, but 
bids for seats at prices in the neigh- 
borhood of $200,000 are understood to 
have been withdrawn recently. 

The highest price ever paid for a 
Curb seat was $254,000, in a trans- 
action arranged on Sept. 24. The 
last transaction prior to that of yes- 
terday, however, was at $250,000. 


Demand for Seats Lags. 


No explanation of the circum- 
stances surrounding the Stock Ex- 
change seat sale announced yester- 
day was obtainable. The transaction 
is subject to approval. The seat was 
sold ‘‘ex rights,’’ that is, without 
the one-fourth interest in an addi- 
tional seat that resulted from the 
increase early this year of the maxi- 
mum membership from 1,100 to 
1,375. The previous sale, ex rights, 
was made on Oct. 24, the price be- 
ing $494,000. The highest price ever 
paid for a membership, ex rights, 
was $495,000. The last sale of a seat 
with right attached was at $625,000, 
in a transaction announced several 
months ago.

From my own 
experience in taking anesthetics I 
should say such an act was im- 
possible. Twenty hours elapsed after 
his death before the body was dis- 
covered.”’
